The constitution of a portable screen, described in claims 1-19, having (1) an opening 
extending in the longitudinal direction in its top surface, (2) a casing composed of (a) a first case 
member and (b) a second case member both extending in the longitudinal direction and separable 
from each other, (3) a spring roll attached to the said casing in a freely rotatable manner, (4) a screen 
that can be rolled on the said spring roll when the screen is stored and can be unrolled through the 
said opening, (5) a top bar to which one end of the screen is attached and that can also be a cover 
body to close the said opening when the screen is stored, and (6) an extendable support pole to hold 
the unrolled screen tense, one end of which is supported on one side of the said casing at its center, is 
not described in any of the documents cited in the ISR, nor would be obvious to a person skilled in 
the art.
